The srana 
duke encouraged the excesses vf the 
police, domineered in a way which 
made him the most hated man ir Rus- 
sia and did not scruple to fill his pock- 
ets with money subscribed for sick 
soldiers. What made him hated tin 
; still wider circles was his use of his 
| influence over the miserab’'e Nicholas 
iin order to prolong the misrule which 
finally led to the revolutionary out- 
break in 1905. 

Lives Apart From Husband. 

Grand Duchess Elizabeth, from 
first, oractically lived apart from Serge. 
Report declared that her real attach- 
ment was to the notorious General 
Trepoff. and soctety, knowing Serge’s 
character, regarded this @mdulgently. 
Naturally, when the terrorists sought 
a victim, they set eyes on Serge. Twice 
they forbore from blowing him up 
only because his wife drove with him 
in the same carriage: the third time 
they found him alone, and blew him 
to bits. The grand duchess visited the 
assassin in jail, and questioned him: 
and it is said that he told her to her 
face that she was well rid of the mon- 
ster. 

Up till Serge’s death, Elizabeth was 
| the merriest woman in Russia. For 
|} seven years after her marriage she had 
Stoutlv resisted a!l inducements to join 
the Greek thodex “church: and even 
when she did join her change seemed a 
mere formality. Immediately after 
Serge’s death came the change. The 
once frivolous and worldly princess 
spent all day on her knees in prayer 
and ecstasy: and at last came to the 
decision to devote the rest of her life 
to religious aims. The reports pub- 
lished last spring described the grand 
duchess as becoming a nun, but these 
were not true. The grand duchess’ 
idea was to revive an antique Russian 
}institution known as “Obitel” or “Hab-

New York, November 5.—(Special.)— 
I note in recent dispatches that the 
New England cotton mill men, 
vinced that they will not be able 
get cotton much cheaper than it is to- 
day, have adjusted their business (to 
conditions, and are working practical- 
ly on full time. It is estimated by miil 
authorities that approximately 95 
cent of the total] spindles of the United 
States are again producing. 

The most encouraging feature of the 
situation in the advancing goods mar- 
ket. After several months, during 
which the mills were unable to get 
sufficiently high prices for theit prud- 
uct to guarantee a new dollar for an 
old one, goods have advanced to a level 
at least approximately corresponding 
to 13%-cent cotton. 

Mills recently have stocked up rath- 
er heavily with cotton. Some, indeed, 
have taken on as much as eight 
months’ supply, which would carry 
them over to June next. 

The English mills also are buying 
cotton. The exports to England since 
September 1 have been unusuaily 
heavy. The continent, however, seems 
to be holding off, th exports to Euro- 
pean countrieg outside of England be- 
ing away below last season’s figures. 
Stocks there are light, and the conti- 
nental spinners will have to get in the 
game soon.

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MAKING OF THE MOTOR CAR; 
DETROIT’S BIG INDUSTRY 


By M. C. HUEY. 
Manager Atlanta Branch Ford Motor 
Company. 

Detroit and automobile—they are one 
in thought. = 

Mverybody has read Detroit's fairy 
story in magazine and newspaper, but 
few outside the City of the Straits 
realize the real wonder of it all. 

it is an industrial miracle of the 
twentieth century. 

Detroit Is the heart of the motor 
vorld. 

There one sees thousands of men 
dashing in and out of the maze of au- 
tomatic machinery, all bent upon van- 
quishing Old Dobbin and his steel 
shoes, 
etwelt. in 1910, turned out 100,009 
automobiles; in 1911, there promises to 
be no let-up. 

The Ford Motor Company. 
made more automobiles in 1910 than 
any other company, will increase its 
production in 1911 to 30,000 cars. 

In the coming year, in this factory, 
4,000 men will turn out 30,000 perfect 
machines, capable of going a mite a 
minute, going anywhere a road can 
run, of crossing the continent in twen- 
ty days.

The meta] musi 
be heated just so long, at just such a 
temperature and treated in just such 
4 manner in order to secure the de- 
sired resujits. Every step of the heat 


“¢reatment is electrically timed. 


Stee? parts which enter into the con- 


| 


struction of the car are treated dif- 
ferently, according to the amount of 
strain and wear they must stand up 
under. 

Up in one corner of the “heat treat- 
ment’? department there is a very com- 
plete experimental room. Here a man, 
whose particular hobby is vanadium 
steel, experiments day after day with 
the steel product, whAch enters into 
the construction of the car. 

During the different stages of con- 
struction the parts are tested and 
inspected a score of times by men 
whose duty it is to find defetts in the 
work if they can. 


The Five Checks on Steel. 


Out of every shipment of steel that 
is made from the mills to the factory, 
three pieces are selected at random 
and thoroughly tested in a laboratory. 
There are really five checks on 
the steel parts which go into 
the _ car. First the steel ingots 
are inspected at the steel mill, then 
the billets are inspecteq when cut from 
the ingots; the stee! is inspecteq at the 
bar mill, at the forge and before it is 
machined. There is another carefw 
inspection made of the completed 
car. The steel goes through four heats 
at the Ford factory before it is ready 
for use. 

The extreme care exercised in the 
treatment and inspection of steel is 
typical of the kind of work which en- 
ters into the actual construction of the 
light motor car. 

To make a complete inspection of an 
automobile factory it is necessary to 
start at the foundry. 

The foundry is a large building, 200 
feet by 60 feet, and employs 200 men. 
Five articles necessary in the construc- 
tion of a motor car—cylinders, cylinder 
heads, piston ring pots, pjstons and 
brake shoes—are turned out  nere. 
Nothing is left to the eye where ac- 
curacy is necessary. 


The Receiving Roon. 


In the receiving room, machine parts 
are received to be counted and in- 
spected in the rough. There are fif- 
teen inspection stations in various 
parts of the building, where inspect- 
ors go over the material and cull out 
the poor parts. Every small defect is 
marked with blue chalk, which means 
“no good.” On account of the light 
construction of the car the inspections 
have to be absolutely perfect. 

The machine shop is a veritable 
maze of machinery. This room alone 
is 860 feet long and 160 feet wide. All 
the machine work is done here and 
every detail is worked out with me- 
chanical precision. It is impossible to 
make a mistake in turning parts, be-

Any part ofa motor car can be ship- 
ped within 12 hours after the com- 
munication is received, at the very 
latest. 

In another department cars are pre- 
pared for shipment to foreign coun- 
tries. The cars must be carefully 
crated for shipment, for it is often 
necessary to load the cars on boats by 
méans of slings.

Two Neglected Sciences. 

(From The Kansag City Times.) 

Until. a few years ago there were 
two pursuits in which it was assumed 
anyone could make good. One was 
running a city and the other was run- 
ning a farm. 

City business is recognized now as 
one for specially fitted men. While 
politicians still hold many cities, they 
are being crowded out, and the old 
idea that any “business man” would 
make a good mayor is badly crippled. 


So, more slowly, running a farm is 
gaining recognition as a business, re- 
quiring good sense and training in 
that particular business. Willingness 
to get up at 3:30 in the morning and 
work until half-past dark at night 
used to be regarded as the one quali- 
fication for the farmer. Farm colo- 
nies, too, used to be founded by wit- 
less philanthropists who tried to make 
farmers of city derelicts. 

But teaching farming Is now one 
of the big and valuable activities of 
the federal and state governments. 
And no one proposes a back-to-the- 
soil movement for unemployed (not 
unemployable) city dwellers except 
with provision of expert instruction 
in how to farm. 

Neglect of the sciences of running 
the city and running the land has been 
very costly. No other country than 
this could have stood the neglect half 
so long. Happily, even the American 
people have at last awakened—if still 
sleepily—to the necessity of taking 
those two sciences in hand.

The appropriation, which will mean 
much toward the cause of education 
in Georgia, comes as the result of the 
efforts of Governor-elect Hoke Smith, 
who is a member of the Peabody board. 
Mr. Smith wired Mr. Brittain as sdon 
as the board decided upon the appro- 
priation, and this message was soon 
followed by one from the secretary 
of the board, Dr. Wycliffe Rose, giv- 
ing all the details of the transaction. 

Professor Powell, who was, through 
the generosity of the Peabody board, 
enabled to take up the work of rural 
school supervisor at the beginning of 
this year, had been engaged in help- 
ing school officials of Wayne and Bar- 
tow counties especiaily, although he 
has done valuable work in other parts 
of the state. His work is under the 
supervision of the state board of edu- 
cation, as specified by the Peabody 
board when the office was created. 

More Efficient Work. 

Professor Powell's efforts are, in a 
large measure, directed toward mak- 
ing the work done in the rural schools 
more efficient, and to the lengthening 
of the school terms. 

The extra rural supervision work 
provided for in this appropriation will 
be largély under the direction of the 
two state normal schools at Athens 
and Milledgevilie, just as Professor 
Powell’s work is under the state board 
in Atlanta. It is probable that these 
positions will be filled by teachers, 
skilled in domestic sclence work, who 
will devote their time largely to mak- 
ing more efficient this side of educa- 
tion among the rural schools. 

The meeting of the Peabody board 
was held at the Waldorf hotel, New 
York, and was attended by distin- 
guished men from the north and south 
alike. Chief Justice Fuller and Senator 
John W. Daniel, of Virginia, members 
of the board, had died during the year. 

Of the other fourteen there were 
present Joseph H. Choate, former am- 
bassador to Great Britain, who was. 
made chairman; Richard Olney, former 
attorney general; Dr. Samue] A. Green, 
librarian of the Massachusetts Histori- 
cal Society; ex-Governor James D. Por- 
ter, of Tennessee; J. Pierpont Morgan, 
Judge Charles E. Fenner, of Louisiana;

HOW 


Base stealers. beware of Ed Walsh! 

This bit of advice, if offered for the 
old-timers of the American Leaguec. is 
certain to fall on deaf ears, writes Ed- 
die Collins. in The Chicago Record- 
Herald. But the youngsters making 
their first appearance against the 
White Sox star can well afford to take 
a tip. JI hate made a close study of 
the pitchers and catchers of all the 
clubs in our circuit, and to my way of 
thinking Walsh is the king of them 1ll 
when it comés to freezing an opponent 
to first base. 

Too many baseball fans have the idea 
that the catcher is the mainspring of 
the battery—the player supposed to nip 
off all aspiring stealers. This is true 
Only in part. Remember when Nick 
Altrock was in his prime? How many 
American League speed merchants stole 
in. ganres with Nick on the slab? Not 
many, if my memory serves me rigat. 
Altrock had a baffling delivery that 
kept the runners almost glued to the 
bag. With Walsh it’s a case 
fected near-balk. and this motion ke 4 
the opposing player always within a 
few feet of the sack. 


Walsh Most Feared. 


Now and then Walsh gets into trou- 
ble by overstepping the bounds with 
this movement. A balk is the punish- 
ment, but it’s seldom you hear of the 
big fellow committing the offense. In 
all m xperiences I have found that 
White Sox pitcher the best man at 
this style of work. With Frank Smith 
it’s just the opposite. Smith has a de- 
livery that carries him wel! toward the 
batter while winding up, and once this 
motion is under way it’s a simple mat- 
ter for the runner to jump off to a 
comfortable lead. 

After taking this lead, if alone on 
the path, I seldom watch the ball; in- 
stead, I keep both eyes on the ma at 
second, who most likely will take the 
throw to nip the stealer. his study, 
exercised almost in the twinkling of 
an eye, and coupled with the hook 
slide, in most cases enables the runner 
to reach second in safety. 

In base stealing, as in any other line 
of work, the player who makes up his 
ming to succeed in nine cases out of 
ten has his wish gratified. Make up 
your mind to get there, regardless of 
results, and go through with the deter- 
mination. That has been my experi- 
ence. 


Hardest Knocks First. 


The hardest knocks always come at 
the start of the season before the body 
‘has become toughened from frequent 
slides, but these “raspberries” wear off 
in a short time. It’s a severe test ‘of 
one’s strength, but I have never felt 
any ill effects from any steals.

GENERAL WALKOUT 
FOR EXPRESSMEN 


Will Likely Result From 
New York Strike. 


One Striker Is Shot and Nego- 
tiations for Settlement Are 
Broken Off---Terms Offered 
by the Express Companies 
Rejected by Strikers. 


New York, November 5.—The most 
Serious riotin that has yet marked 
the strike of express. drivers and help- 
ers, culminating in the shooting of a 
Striker by a guard on an Adams ex- 
press wagon, Occurred this evening as 
the climax toe an abrupt termination 
of negotiations between the men and 
the companies. The situation tonight 
is regarded as increasingly serious, 
with added possibilities of a sympa- 
thetic .walk-out throughout the city 
of all teamsters and allied organiza- 
tions. 

Peter Roach, a striking driver, was 
shot through the body during an at- 
lack by a mob on an Adams express 
wagon. His condition late tonight 
was reported critical. 

John Perry, a guard on the wagon, 
was arrested, and, according to the 
police, admitted the shooting. He said 
he fired after he had been hit in the 
face by a stone hurled by Roach. 
Roach denied any part in the riot Of- 
ficers took Perry from the wagon to 
&@ police station while holding the 
frenzied rioters at bay with revolvers. 

The termination of negotiations | 
was precipitated by a letter to Mayor 
Gaynor from one of the express com- 
panies stating that the only condition 
upon which they would take back 
the strikers was on individual appli- 
cation not later than Monday. 

Re-employment in their old positions 
at former wages was prémised “with- 
out discrimination against any of 
them because of having left the serv- 
ice." This company also agreed as 
s00n as work is resumed to confer 
with their employees in an endeavor 
to effect a settlement of wages and 
hours. 

These terms were rejected by the 
strike leaders without even formal 
consideration. 

“Now it’s a case of fight—a case of 
fight until we win,” said William A. 
Ashton, general organizer of the 
teamsters’ union, as he left a confer- 
ence with Mayor Gaynor. 

With the ending of negotiations, 
talk among the strikers immediately 
centered upon a general walk-out. 
Such action, it was said, would call out 
100,000 men.

No Change to Be Made 
in Potash Law. 


American Contractors for Pot- 
ash Must Stand Loss of $28,- 
000,000---Americans Offered 
to Stand Loss of $14,000,000, 
but Germany Refused. 


Berlin, November 5.—Germany has 
rejected the American proposal in Gon- 
nection with the export of potash from 
that country, contracted for by Amer- 
ican interests. This proposal sought 
to halve the difference under dispute, 
caused by the enactment of the potash 
bill by Germany last May. The Amer- 
ican contractors would thus have ac- 
cepted a loss of $14,000,000, that is, 
$2,000,000 annually for seven years, 
which constituted the life of their con- 
tracts. 

Germany’s refusal to accept’ the 
American proposal is on the ground 
that it does not accord with the princi- 
ple of the new potash law, and it is 
announced that the government can- 
not consider any proposal not in har- 
mony with that act. 

If the Americans have proposals to 
make in consonance with that law it 
will consider them. Various condi- 
tions are mentioned in the reply 
framed by the German government, all 
of which are of an uncompromising 
character. 

Herr Sydow,

man potash syndicate.

To the members of the Boys’ Corn 
Club at the State College of Agricul- 
ture in Athens, I will give a statement 
of how I cultvated and fertilized my 
acre of corn. 

[ broke t with a two-horse plow on 
March 8, and cut it up with a cutaway 
harrow and broke it again with two- 
horse plow and pulverized it with har- 
row. I then laid off my rows, four 
and a half feet apart, and double-fur- 
rowed row with middle Buster, and put 
two sacks of Red Star guano in Arill: 
then subsoiled in the row. I planted 
March On May 2 1 run the weeder 
over jt. 

On the 12th of May I harrowed it; 
harrowed again the 20th of May; and 
on the 30th 1 run two furrows to it. 
On the 10th of June I plowed it. On 
the 20th 1 put 200 pounds of Red Star 
gmuano; on the 20th I put 200 pounds 
more and plowed it out. On July 6th 
I broadcast 75 pounds of nitrate of 
soda, then run two furrows with a 
26-inch heel] sweep and quit cultivt- 
ing it; nine days’ work in cultivating 
my acre of corn. It made 690 bundles 
of fodder and made 7,570 pounds of 
corn.

The Senatorial Fight Between 
Bulkley and McLean Results 
in Flood of Bribery Scan- 
dals. 


Hartford, Conn., November 5.—(sSpe- 
cial.)—With the closing of the cam- 
paign in this state ft is possible to say 
only that the result is extremely 
doubtful, with the chances slightly in 
favor of the election of Juige Simeon 
E. Baldwin, the democratic nominee, 
for governor; the election by the dem- 
ocrats of two representatives in con- 
gress and the control of the legislature 
which selects a successor to Senator 
Morgan G. Bulkley by the republicans, 
though by a greatly reduced margin. 

The republicans are claiming the 
election of their entire state and con- 
gression tickets, but they are not con- 
fident. 

With the possible exception of the 
great “mugwump” presidential cam- 
paign of 1884, the contest in Connec- 
ticut, which closes with next Tuesday, 
as it is voting day, stands unique in 
the diversity of its elements and forces, 
It is a state, not a presidential can- 
vass; yet compelling national questions 
have shot far through it in the shape 
of the Payne tariff, the Roosevelt per- 
sonal equation and the new national- 
ism. State issues are added in multi- 
plied shapes with public utilities, em- 
ployers’ liability, the corrupt practices 
statute and the practical gerrymander 
of the state ten years ago in the van, 
and pervading the whole canvass has 
been the fight between Bulkley and 
McLeon for the United States senator- 
ship, flooding with dollars the little 
townships which, under the Connec- 
ticut system determine senatorial elec- 
tions. 

Bribery scandals during the last 
week of the campaign have come with 
a rush—not in the form of briberies, 
but new disclosures, bearing chiefly 
“shady doings at the last republican 
state convention.” 

If the democrats are able to hold the 
voters who usually act with them .in 
the cities, they will probably win. 

The element of uncertainty to baffle 
analysis by experienced politicians is 
as to what proportions the vote for 
Robert Hunter, the socialist nominee 
for governor, will assume. Newspaper 
polis of factories in the large cities 
show such an overwhelming prepon- 
derance of Hunter sentiment as to ex- 
cite suspicion of its sincerity. The old 
party managers scoff at the socialist 
Strength as ephemeral, but non-parti- 
San observers agree that Mr. Hunter’s 
vote will exceed 10,000 and may reach 
15,000, and therein lies fear to the dem- 
ocrats and hope for the republicans,

EXPOSITION PROPERTY 
TO GO TO NEW ORLEANS 


After Panama Fair Valuable 
Realty and Buildings to 
Be Deeded City. + 


New Orléans, November 5.—One hun- 
dred acres of the site of the World's 
Panama exposition, to be held ins New 
Orleans in 1915, in celebration of the 
opening of the Panama canal, will be 
turneq over to the city of New Or- 
leans for park purposes at the close of 
the big show. Two of the permanent 
buildings of the exposition—the con- 
vention hall and agricultural building 
—also will be deeded to the city. This 
was decided today at a meeting of the 
stockholders of the exposition com- 
pany. These two permanent buildings 
are to cost a quarter of a million doi- 
lars each. One will be used for an 
all-the-year-round display of the 
state’s agricultural products, and the 
other as a permanent, convention hall. 

Governor Sanders, who presided at 
the meeting of stockholders, announced 
that there was absolutely no doubt of 
the adoption by the voters next Tues- 
day of the constitutional amendments 
providin gfor a bond issue of $6,500,000 
for the exposition. With this bond 
issue and individual subscriptions, New 
Orleans plans to go before congress 
with a total of at least $7,500,000 
pledged to the financing of the exposi- 
tion,

History of the Zoo. 

The history of the zoo in Grant park 
is a most interesting one. In the year

lic outcry, and George V. Gress, the 
lumber merchant, who was at that 
time a citizen of Atlanta, attended 
the auction sale and began to bid on 
the animals. As the auctioneer 
panthers, monkeys, tigers, kangaroos 
and bears, people began to 
what in the worlq a man like Mr. Gress 
intended to do with a lot of beasts from 
the jungles. Mr. Gress kept on buying 
the animals and declined to answer

Mr. Gress announced that he had a zoo 
| Which he intended to present to At- 
lanta. 

Thus was founded the Gress Zoo at 
Grant park, which has been Kept up 
until this day. But there is not now, 
and has not been for several years, a 
single animal in the zoo that was origi- 
nally purchased by Mr. Gress at the 
auction sale. In fact, as was stated, 
there is not an animal in the zoo at 
the present time that was there ten 
/ years ago. The zoo has to be contin- 
ually replenished, as the animals are 
constantly dying. 

The Zoo Banquet. 

A story about the Gress zoo would 
omit a most important piece of local 
history if the presentation of an ele- 
phant by The Constitution and a lion 
by The Journal was not mentioned. 
Shortly after Mr. Gress presented his 
circus menagerie to the city. The Con- 
stitution, ascertaining that the collec- 
tion did not include an elephant, and a 
zoo withouf an elephant was almost 
like “Hamlet” without Hamlet. So 
The Constitution raised by public sub- 
scription enough money to buy an ele- 
phant, and when she was bought there 
was a vote taken by ballots printed in 
the paper to secure a name for the “‘el- 
ephas indicus.” By a large majority, 
ithe readers of The Constitution se- 
lected the name of “Clio”’’ in honor of 
the wife of ex-Mayor W. R. Joyner, 
who was then the popular chief of the 
fire department. 

Not to be outdone by The Constitu- 


tion, The Journal raiseq a subscription 
and bought an African lion, which was 
named “Jo Carter,” in honor of 
Josiah Carter, who was then managing 
editor of The Journal. 

A zoo banquet was given. It was 
called the “elephant and lion banquet.” 
Captain Evan P. Howell made a speech 
for The Constitution and the elephant, 
and Governor Hoke Smith for The 
Journal and the lion. On the printed 
program of the evening were pictures 
of an elephant and a lion, with the 
motto, “The elephant and lion lie down 
together.” It was one of the most 
notable banquets given in Atlanta. The 
toastmaster was, of course, Hon. 
George V. Gress. 

Is It Worth the Cost? 

It has long been a question with 
many city officials whether the zoo is 
worth to the city the money that it 
costs. The annual cost of maintaining 
the zoo is about $7,000, and this does 
not include the purchase of new anli- 
mals. It ig true that a few of the 
animals are donated, but the majority 
of them are purchased. Only a few 
years ago the city appropriated $5,000 
with which to purchase animals for the 
zoo, and this sum was augmented by 
another $5,000 from the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company. The $10,000 
was judiciously used, but it did not go 
far, as fine specimeng of many wild 
animals are costly. 

A proposition to remove the zoo from 
Grant park and locate it in a separate 
zoological garden is now being agi- 
tated. The proposition is to establish 
a zoological garden which can be 


made self-sustaining by the charge of 
a small admission fee, the plan that 
has been adopted in many other cities. 
It is claimed that, while the zoo is @ 
good educational thing for a city to 
have, it is out of place in a beautiful 
pleasure resort like Grant park. There 
are features of a zoo that are not 
things of beauty or of pleasant odors, 
whereas a resort like Grant park 
should be for trees and lawns, shrubs 
and flowers, music and fountaina. 

The zoological exhibit is giving, 
however, much pleasure where it is. 
Present Zoological Exhibit. 

The collection in the Gress zoo today 

is as follows: 

One Indian elephant, two pumas, six 
leopards, one hyena dog, one striped 
hyena, one zebra, one llama, two zsebu, 
one Malay tiger, one buffalo, one kera- 
bau, one elk, one camel, one Kangaroo, 
ohne Syrian bear, one biack bear, three 
red foxes, three gray foxes, two 
coyotes, two gray wolves, five Florida 
deer, colony of guinea pigs and rabe 
bits, fifteen Rhesus monkies, one En- 
tellus monkey, six sulphur-crested 
cockatoos, five rose-breasted cockatoos, 
bar-headed geese, swans, macaws, 
ring-necked doves, horned owls, 
screech owls, turtles and alligators. 

It is only of recent months that 
lions, Kangaroos. tigers, llamas and 
porcupines were lost by death. 

The zoo is a good thing, but it costs 
money. It might still be a good thine. 
and cost Atlanta nothing, if it was 
made a distinct and separate exhibit, 
with a small admission fee, and at the 
same time what many consider a biot 
might be removed from beautiful 
Grant park.

These Were Factors in the Ad- 
vance of Cotton Prices 
im New York. 


New York, November 5.—The cotton 
market showed continued strength te- 
day on further covering and buil sup- 
port with the close firm at a net ad- 
vance of 8@i6 points. 

The opening was steady at a de- 
cline of. 2@5 points in response to 
somewhat. disappointing cables. But 
private advices indicated that che reia- 
tively easy showing of the English 
market had been due to a crop esti- 
mate of 13,000,000 bales, published by 
a Georgia authority, and as it had been 
rumored ‘last Wednesday that this re- 
port would be issued today it was 
evidditly ebnsidered discounted in lo- 
cal circles. Moreover, a crop estimate 
published by a prominent cotton firm 
in the sguihwest of 11,365,000 bales 
and another by a local firm of 11,679,- 
000 bales, tended to offset the larger 
estimate meniioned above. At any 
rate, right after the opening prices 
here firmed up and continued to ad- 
VYanee until the market had shown a 
net gain of 12@17 points on active po- 
sitions. At this level there was con- 
siderable realizing and slight reactions 
occurred, but § fresh buying orders 
seemed to reach the market on every 
little dip, and closing prices were not 
far off from the iop. It was consid- 
ered from the action of the market 
that big short interesis were less will- 
ing ‘to stand on their position over 
the week and the holiday on Tues- 
day and the census report on Wednes- 
day morning than the bulls were to 
carry their contracts and possibly ap- 
prehensions of unfavorable weather in 
the south, following the storms north 
of the belt had some influence on the 
day’s trading.

RENEWAL OF CONTEST 
FOR HIGHER RANGE 


Reaction in the Stock Market 
Checked by Statement of 
New York Central. 


New York, November 6.—The spec- 
ulative force in the stock market re- 
newed the contest today for a higher 
range of prices. The reactionary ten- 
dency which. developed late yesterday 
was checked by the statement from 
President Brown, of the New York 
Central, contradicting the rumor that 
a sale of a large short term note 
issue of that company was in contem- 
plation. That rumor was largely re- 
sponsible for the sharp relapse in 
prices which occurred yesterday. Pres- 
ident Brown’s asseriion that the $19,- 
000,000 Michigan Central note issue, 
placed in Paris, had cost that com- 
pany but 4% per cent net, served to 
correct reports of an onerous interest 
rate which had been exacted for that 
financing. 

Relieved of this depressing influ- 
ence, the speculation again set about 
discounting the favorable conditions 
expected to follow ‘the passing of the 
elections. The tone of mercantile re- 
views fostered the impression that 
business activities were waiting for 
relief from the unsettlement of politi- 
cal unrest in common with financial 
markets. The actual movement of the 
market was held in restraint by the 
consideration of ho much had been 
already accomplish by the advance 
in prices in anticipating possible im- 
provement in business and fIndustry. 
The call money market on Saturday 
at the stock exchange is merely nomi- 
nal, as loans made on Friday carry 
over until Monday. The tone of the 
loan market was called decidedly 
strong and more active. The foreign 
ex@hange market weakened ' = sharply, 
and this was believed to reflect the ne- 
gotiation of additional bankers’ finance 
bills in Paris and London markets. 
The private discount rate in London 
moved toward further recovery, giv- 
ing evidence that the Bank of Eng- 
land was again securing control and 
making its own rate effective in that 
market, 

The actual cash holdings of the 
banks decreased here more than $6,- 
— instead of the estimated $3,000,- 


The shipments of gold late last week 
to Canada are believed not to have 
appeared in last week’s estimates. The 
actual surplus is reduced to $5,729,- 
000 and the excess of loans is again 
broadened. The stock market closed 
easy under the influence of profit tak- 
ing sales.

New Orleans, November 6.-—~The cot-

OF FEDERATION MEETING 


By Isma Dooly. 

The largest annual meeting in the 
fourteen years’ history of the Geor- 
gia Federation of Women’s Clubs was 
that held in Athens, Ga., the week 
past. One hundred and six federated 
clubs sent delegates; the presidents 
of many clubs were present as well, 
and in the audience were the most 
representative men and women of the 
state Mrs. Harry C. White, president 
of the Athens Woman's Club, the host- 
ess club of the convention, was also 
chairman of the program committee 
and presented a program of well- 
chosen features, which brought out 
clearly the work being accomplished 
by the various committees working 
under the leadership of Mrs. Hugh 
Willet, who, in her annual address, 
reported a year of marvelous achieve- 
ment among the members, 

Mrs. Willet’s report to the club 
women and her evening address were 
rich In facts pertaining to the activi- 
ties of Georgia women in organized 
effort, and after hearing her address 
and that of Mrs. John King Ottley as 
chairman of education, an officer of 
the general federation remarked that 
she believed nowhere in the country 
was there a better organized, more 
active body of women. “The machin- 
ery is so good, but you need it to 
carry‘ one hundred and-six clubs,” she 
said. 

“We could carry twice as many 
more,” remarked Mrs. Willet, “and I 
look to my district vice presidents to 
help in working them up.” 

Another feature highly commend- 
able in the federation work and 
brought out at the convention is the 
Willingness of individual members to 


the requirements of 
in making good the 


ZO even beyond 
the organization 
objects of it. 

It is not one of the functions of the 
federation as an organization to raise 
money, but rather to organize forces: 
to co-operate in all movements for 
State betterment; to create public sen- 
timent in these directions, and to act 
as a suggestive, propelling influence, 
but so great has proven the interest 
of those who see the needs for the up- 
bullding of the rural schools; for the 
aia of poor girls to obtain an educa- 
tion; committees under energetic lead- 
ers have voluntarily raised funds, and 
the disbursemen.s through the educa- 
tional committee of the state federa- 
tion this year and last year will mean 
that many a Georgia boy and girl will 
rise up for generations to come and 
call “blessed” the Georgia club women.

And I doubt not ‘that a single club

Mrs. Lamar’s Splendid Report. 

It was erroneously stated on the of- 
ficial program that Mrs. Walter D. 
Lamar, of Macon, was chairman of the 
Crawford Long infirmary at the Uni- 
versity at Athens. Mrs. M. A. Lips- 
comb has that honor, and presented a 
fine report relative to the fund being 
collected for that purpose. Mrs, La- 
mar is chairman of the state infirm- 
ary committee, her duties being to 
look into the hospital facilities of all 
Lhe state educational institutions. Mrs. 
Lamar has visited all of them except 
Dahlonega, and her report, a beautiful 
and touching one, was not based on 
hearsay, but conscientious investiga- 
tion. 

Her last visit before the convention 
was to the State Normal School, where 
there is a crying need for better hos- 
pital facilities. mpanied by @ 
correspondent of ‘Thé Constitution, Dr. 
James Bloomfield, and President Bran- 
son, Mrs. Lamar made her visit. There 
are over 600 young women students in 
the school and sixty-odd young men 
students, the institution being educa- 
tional. These young people come from 
those portions of the state—the rural 
districts—where we are told the com- 
monwealth looks for its sturdiest cit- 
izenship. Many ef them work fret to 
earn the money, making it possible for 
them to pay the amount of tuition at 
the school. God seems to give them 
strength and health, but now and then 
there are fous illnesses; a case of 
contagious disease that necessitates 
isolation; and sometimes several cases 
at a time, which if not cared for 
properly would result fatally; there 
have ‘been mild epidemics. Yet, to 
meet these emergencies there ts no 
hospital—only a miserable little two- 
room cottage with cracked walls, poor 
ventilation, and absolutely no facili- 
ties for the right care of very sick 
patients. In case of an illness that 
needed expert care, the saving of a 
young life valuable to the state, there 
would be no place for such a one. It 
would be a cruelty to send them home 
where they had worked so hard to 
obtain the chance to get to school— 
yet what else could be done? 

These young people have no morcy 
laid aside to pay for necessities, much 
less Comforts; neither are they objects 
of charity. They afre a ‘part of the 
state’s best asset, withal, and Mrs. 
Lamar pledges that her committee wil) 
work unceasingly until a hospital is 
built for these students in a Georgia 
institution, which more surely tuan 
any Other in the state is meeting a 
crying need—that is, of training young 
teachers so that they can go out and 
train our Georgia boys a girls. It 
was most fitting that wr committee 
determined in launching “the move- 
ment for the infirmary, at the State 
Normal should choose to memorialize 
that great citizen and helper of guffer- 
ing humanity, the late Dr. Abner Cal- 
houn, while the university hospital 
will bear the name of Dr. Crawford 
Long.

next session.” Said committees made a 
spiendid report on the wonder and 
beauty of the Falls, and expressed 
their full conviction that the state 
should become possessed of this prop- 
erty “to provect these forests from de- 
struction, to preserve the unmarred 
beauty and grandeur of the fails, tS 
keep forever a b.eathing place for the 
teeming millions of posterity, to make 
this a common property where future 
generations may enjoy and’ commune 
with pature; therefore, we recommena 
that if the present state of the. tirgas- 
ury does not wa.rant its purchase that 
the next legislature take the matter 
in hand, and before it is too late, ada 
this as a park to our state’s posses- 
sions.”

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PREVENTION OF DISEASE---ITS

Those of you who have read the daily 
papers the last few days have noticed 
there has been considerable opposition 
in certain quarters o what the 
people think the officiousness of 
the boerd of Health in putt ng up 
placards, notifying people that the 
' house has scarlet fever or diphtheria 
in it, and. a great deal of this opposi- 
tion is due to two things: First, the 
Very natural ignorance of the layman. 
who often thinks he isas competent to 
Make a diagnosis as a physician, and 
he can’t conceive that diphtheria can 
be anything else but a very ‘rious 
disease, and when a child has wh~t ap- 
pears to him to be a little sore throat. 
he at once jumps to the conclusion 
that the Board of Health wants to be 
too officious. 

Now there are very many of these 
cases that take expert knowledge in 
order to determine whether it is due to 
the specific germ that causes diph- 
theria or scarlet fever or whether it 
is a mere simple affection, ana not 
worthy of much notice. Occasionally, 
diphtheria, for instance, may be very 
mild, and of no serious consequence to 
the patient affected, and yet this very 
cate may prove to produce more seri- 
ous results in the community than a 
case which has affected a patient 
seriously. 

A mild case is very liable to scatter 
the disease, and really needs more 
thorough isolation than a more seri- 
ously-affected patient may require. 

‘Then, another thing, there are a cer- 
tain class of doctors that think thev 
must always jump up in opposition to 
the Health Board. They have probahlv 
given an opinion that the child has 
only a mild case of sore throat, be- 

use they have only made a verv 
slight exar nation: they have !ook«@d 
into the throat: thev have made no 
bacteriological examination, and they 
reallv don’t know, but when the Board 
of Health comes in with its e~pert 
opinion and decides that the troub! is 
@ serious oné, the doctor feels that his 
previous opinion has been set aside. 
and that it is reallv an insult to his 
intelligence to have found something 
other than that what he appeared to 
- discover. 

Now. the layman wants to learn very 
decidediy that the proper author‘ty in 
this case is the Board of Hea'th I 
ean’t put this down too emnhatic?lly. 
for they know, and thev teke measures 
toe ew that the ortinary phys‘cian 
or the average whysician, at least. 
often does not take. 

They owe it not only to themselves 
and their own families. but the public- 
at-laree. to listen to the nronerly-con- 
stituted authorities on these subiects« 
and obey them implicitly. for t.ough 
this may sometimes seem to give them 
@ little trifline inconvenience, vet in 
the end it will save them future dov- 
tor bills. to sav nothine of the accrm- 
panying nain and misery, and often 
urdertakers’ bills. 


T remember we!l where an evidemic 


of scarlet fever could have been 
stamped out in its incipiency and would 
have been if it hadm’t been for the 
Superintendent of a school thinking it 
was all nor ense to keep ch.ldren 
out of schoo! pecause there were case? 
of scarlet fever in the family. and e- 
fore the doctor who had tried to igo- 
late thé case was vare of it, the ch Ii- 
dren had, been sent to school and the 
disease was spread, and the number of 
deaths. from the epidemic was not 
large, but subsequent deaths such as 
produced by chronic kidney troub’e. 
etc., that could be dated back to the 
direase which was not at all few in 
number. 


Sometimes it is just as well, too, for 
the public servants, the men-who make 
the’ laws and pass ¢7dinances for the 
g00d ‘conduct of citize.z, to listen to 
the Health Authorities, as well as for 
the average citizen to do so. The pub- 
lic man willusually be safe in doing 
this, I think. This comes up to me just 
now because I see something in the 
papers occasionaly about the coo'ing 
of milk and I could not help but smile, 


an inspection, attempted to have the 
milk cooled as soon as it was drawn. 
The people interested in milk, or the 
sale of milk, made a 
over the officlousnes of the inspector 
and in another case the State Health 
Officials wanted some correction in the 
Sanitary methods of large slaughter 
houses, in which a United States Sen- 
ator was interested, and a United 
States Senator ang a Congressman and 
a Governor locked horns to break up, 
what they thought to be the officious- 
ness of the health authorities. Being 
a friend of all three I was called in 
to help carry the program out and I 
plead for four hours with them not 
to attempt to carry out their program, 
for I felt sure it would lead to serious 
results. I Knew the Health Authori- 
ties were trying to do what was right 
and what was for the good of the 
people without reference to politics. 
The politicians had better let them 
alone. My advice, however, was 
taken, for the only -rep'y I got to it 
was that the inspector had to go and 
the State Board of Health had to be 
changed to one of different politica] 
complexion. The consequence was that 
it led to very dire results for all men 
interested in the attempt and” changed 
the political affairs for a long time 
to come.

Army and Navy surgeons recognize 
it a&’ the most serious factor they have 
to deal with and one of the hardest 
problems they have t® cope with. And 
yet, I am sorry to say, that two-thirds 
of doctors treat these diseases lightly 
and rather as a joke than as a serious 
problem. I am proug to say that ] 
have never allowed a patient yet to 
think that I looked upon it as anything 
but one of the most serious things ’ 
could meet with. 

When fhese matters are discussed in 
societies and in public we generally 
hear a great dea! about segregatior 
of vice, which after all is only a 
method of licensing it and in some of 
the older countries of civilization they 
have attempted to even license the 
matter, but this has never proved tc 
be a satisfactory solution of the trou: 
ble. 

There is just one thing that meets 
the difficulty and only one that I can 
see, and that is a better elevation of 
the moral tone of the people-at-large 
and especially of "young men who are 
the ones mostly at fault, and in great- 
er proportions of instance the fault is 
more due to ignorance than 
any viciousness on the young mans 
part. 

Dealing with these things as I have 
béen for over 30 years, day after day, 
I think I have some reason to form 
an opinion, and I certainly know how 
serious the trouble is. 

Last month I saw over 150 cases, new 
cases, and 9 per cent of them were 
suffering from various chronic affec- 
tions, due to the complaint. The 
month before I saw very near two 
hundred cases, and certainly over 90

{ doctors, some of whom may be care- 
less and not uSe all the precautions as 
used by the people who know its 
| danger? 
' At any rate, I will prophecy that 
five years from now 606 will be buried, 
and there will be no tombstone to 
mark its last resting place. 


Those doctors who live a few years 
may just remember my prophecy. 

To recapitulate, let me say that it is 
well to listen always to the Public 
Health Officials rather than to a doc- 
tor who hag given a cursory ex,amina- 
tion, made a look in the throat, and 
whose opinion consequently is net 
worth much more than that of a lay- 
man. 


Secondly, when it comes to heaith 
matters public officials will do well to 
take the advice of the Health Officials, 
first, last and all the time; for the 
opinion of the latter is usually based 
on scientific knowledge of facts, and 
not a mere theoretical opinion. 


Third, in those diseases due to the 
social evil, I certainlv doubt the ad- 
visa ility cf legal means to prevent it 
or segregation or any other method o 
licensing the evil, for to license an evil 
seems to me to be a solecism, for you 
cannot make right out of a wrong; but 
what ts needed is the education of the 
public ine this respect, especially the 
education of young men, who often err 
from ignorance and an elevation of 
moral tone, rather than theoretically 
beating around the bush in order to 
hide the evil rather than to prevent it. 

You all know the old story of the 
ostrich sticking his head in the sand 
to escape capture, and that ts about 
what licensing of an evil amounts to, 
after all. 


The public has little idea how many 
meh and how many young men come 
into my office and say to me frankly 
how much good I have done them bv 
my talks in this respect, so that I fee: 
it is not space used amiss when I use 
it sometimes to prevent as well as to 
advise how to cure diseases.

Can Double Present Crematory. ?* 

Under the plan adopted by the board 
Of health and bond commiss'on the 
cremuatory can be vearly doubled in 
size a of about $20,000, pro- 
vided the trash and xsarbage sSep- 
arated from the ashes. 

It is proposed to add to the present 
plant, and the sanitary department be- 
lieves that the addition will tempora- 
rily take care of the city garbage. 

In. this connection it is of interest 
to Know that Atlanta’s first crematory 
was erected by the Frank Lester Fur- 
nace Company, which agreed under 
contract to dispose of the city’s gar- 
bage at a cost of $1,250 for eight 
months in the year, and of $1,500 for 
the other four months, making a total 
of $16,000 per annum. ‘she company 
agreed to also take care of the night 
soil, and in qa failure to do this created 
one of the most notable conflicts in 
the city. The crematory could not dis- 
Dose of the night soil, and it was 
charged that the company, failing to 
burn this revise, placed it in a trunx 
sewer. The citizens in the section 
of the city through which this sewer 
ran called indignation meetings and 
endeavored to have the nuisance 
stopped. While the row was still on 
the crematory was destroyed by fire. 
This ended the eontract, and the city 
decided to build its own crematory, 
and the present one was built in 1904. 

Hong Issue for Crematery. 

In the bond election there was voted 
$50,000 for a new crematory. Tare 
board of health first selected a site 
near the corner of Connally and Orme- 
wood streets There was a howl of 
indignation, and this decision was re- 
scinded. The next site selected was 
on the belt line railroad adjoining the 
stockade property. There was another 
howl of indignation, and this action 
was rescinded. 

It was decided by the mayor and 
general council to take up the whole 
matter upon a broader and wider plane 
and a committee. was appointed to 
visit various cities to ascertain how 
garbage was disposed of, with a view 
of adopting some plan for the perma- 
nent disposal of the city’s garbage. 
~The committee made a report advocat- 
ing the sale of the present dumping 
ground and the disposal of the stock- 
ade property and other city. property 
for the purpose of raising $250,00( with 
which to install a warbage disposal 
plant outside the city’s limits. 

Recently the board of health and

The plan to raise $250,000 by the 
sale of city property and to install a 
garbage disposal plant outside of the 
city limits called for railroad farili- 
ties and receiving points for garbage 
which entailed considerable cost and 
a lot of detail which would require 
time and money. For ese reasons 
the board of health and bond commis- 
sion decided that the most expedient 
measure would be to enlarge the pres- 
ent crématory. 

It is claimed that this action was 
only a temporary expedient, and that 
Atlanta should at ence decide upon a 
permanent plan for disposal of garbage 
Which was not objected to by citizens 
in any section of the city, and would 
solve the question for many years to 
come. 

The whole matter will be threshed 
out before council when it meets next 
Monday afternoon.

So impressed is the Ala- 
banta statesman with the possibilities 
of the flying man as an agent of de- 
struction. that he proposes to add to 
the curriculum at West Point and An- 
napolis the scientific study of aviation 
and when congress meets next month 
he will seek to have this idea engraft- 


ed into law. 

The war and navy departments are 
awakening to the necessity for- pre- 
paring to wage both in the air, but are 
not in accord, fully, with Captain Hob- 
son’s idea of having the-teaching avia- 
tion done at the naval and military 
academies. Their idea is to establish 
special schools of aviation for officers 
in the prairie country, where there are 
not su many difficulties in’ the way of 
flight. ‘The Hobson ‘idea which has 
many friends is that the men should 
learn to fly under conditions which 
exist when the need for the air war- 
ships will be greatest along the cogSt. 

Whichever is decided upon one thing 
is sure, aviation for army and. navy 
is to get a good deal more attention 
from congress than it ever has had.

The fight among the Greeks is to’ 


some extent sentimental, but it is also 
largely ome for the loaves and fishes. 
The Greeks are the most powerful re- 
ligious body in Palesfine, and their 
property runs high into the millions. 
They have monasteries, convents and 
hespices scattered over the Holy Land 
from Dan to Beersheba, and at all of 
these the pilgrims who travel over the 
country make contributions. Some of 
these places are so valuoble that the 
priests in charge are said to pay a 
lump sum of a thousand dollars or 
more a year for the privilege of pre- 
siding at each of them, expecting to 
recoup themselves from the gifts of 
the pilgrims. Here’in Jerusalem there 
are thirty-five Greek monasteries and 
other big buildings managed bby 600 
monks. 

The Church of the, Holy Sepuicher, 
the greater part of which belongs to 
the Greeks, brings in tens of thousands 
of pounds every year to the church. 
There are thousands of Russians who 
make pilgrimages to this city, and 
each is expected to leave an offering 
according to his wealth and spiritual 
desires. 

The Greek church also the 
shops of a new bazaar which has been 
opened near the Holy Sepulcher, and 
it holds the titles to the most valuable 
of the buildings about the Jaffa gate 
and David's tower, including that in 
which the Grand New Hotel Is. 

The native monks say that the Greek 
priests who have been imported from 
Constantinople, Athens, Smyrna, the 
Isie of Samos and other places now 
hold all the fat jobs, and that they 
are compelled to work for something 
like $7 each per month. They do the 
pastoral work of the villages and act 
as the priests of the towns. ON the 
other hand, the outsiders have amass- 
ed fortunes. They pretend to be her- 
mits and devoted to fasting and prayer, 
but they are accused of living jux- 
uriously, and of Keeping establish- 
ments which are by no means 4s good 
ag they should be. 

Christians Flogged by Mohammedans. 

Indeed, the fights among the warring 
Christians are such that the Moham- 
medan ‘soldiers have to use whips to 
keep them in order The Turks are 
always on guard in the Church of the 
Holy Sepuicher. I have seen them there 
at Easter time, when they were whip- 
ping the quarreling Greeks, Armenians 
and Copts in order to separate them. 

During the fight Knives were drawn, 
and it is not an uncommon thing for 
blood to pollute the Holy Sepulcher on 
festal days 

I went last week 
visit the Church of the Nativity. 
where Christ was born a line 
has been drawn across the center of 
the floor. On one side of that line the 
Greek Catholics claim their rights and 
the other side belongs to the Romans, 
As’ the two sects were worshiping, a 
Mohammedan soldier, with a gun and 
whip in his hand, stood at each end of 
the line and kept order. Other Mosiem 
soldiers were guarding the services in 
the church overhead. 

It seems disgraceful think that 
Mohammedans should be necessary to 
keep the peace among Christians. 
Nevertheless, Palestine belongs to the 
sultan, and it is his troops who must 
maintain order. A year or sO ago a 
pilgrim had a fight in the Church of 
the Nativity during which he shot one 
monk and wounded two others, 
such troubles are liable to arise any 
day in the Church of the Sepulcher. 

This is especially so at Easter time, 
Wlvan the thousands belonging tothe 
different sects go ma ching about 
singing their fanatical songs and de- 
each other.

sultan,” and a third, “Oh, Jews! Jews! 
your feasts are the feasts of pigs!” 

As they go the Greeks jostle the 
Armenians and the Abyssiniang bump 
against the Latins. Not long since the 
followers of one sect set fire to some 
rich hangings that had been placed in 
a grotto of the church by the follow- 
ers of another sect. A fire occurred, 
the church was filleqd with smoke and 
it narrowly escaped being burned. 

What the Natives Want. 

The Greeks of Palestine claim that 
they have the right, under the new 
Turkish constitution, to all the 
churches, convents and monasteries b»- 
longing to their church in the Holy 
Land. They demand that the maney- 
changers, as they call the foreign 
priests, be whipped out of the temple, 
and that the gifts of the pilgrims bs 
appiled to the building of hospitals, 
old age homes and schools for their 
children, Thts movement f not con- 
fined : Jerusalem, but It extends 
throughout Palestine, and it has the 
appro: of the best ekement of the 
communities. There are altogether 
about 65,000 native Greeks here, and 
they have recently had mestingg at- 
tended by delegates from thelr colo- 
nies living in Jaffa, Nabtous, Tiberias 
and Bethlehem They have, I under- 
stand, demanded that the patriarch 
resign, and have sent word to the sul- 
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The Patrfarch’s Blessing to the American Peoonle. 
in letters of gold.

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| We have so few Greek Christians 
iin the United States that & is hard 
‘for us to appreciate what the Greek 
church means. It is one of the strong 
chufches of the world. It has alto- 
gether about 100,000,000 members, 
which is more than one-fifth of all the 
Christians on earth and more than 
two-thirds as many as al) the Protest- 
ants. I have before’ me the latest 
statistics of religioug denominations. 
There are in the world 230,000,000 Ro- 
man Catholics, about 150,060,000 Prot- 
estants, 100,000,000 Greek Christians, 
3,000,000 who belong to the Church of 
Abyssinia, and aboyt 1,700000 Arme- 
nians. The sum total of Christians is 


less than 500,000,000 and less than oneé- 

third of the population of the world. 
On the other hand, there are 256,- 

100,000 Chinese who worship Confucius, 


100,000,000 Hindoos, 176,000,000 Moham- 
medans and 147,000,000 Buddhists. 
Those who believe tn the various other 
religions are fewer.

During my stay here I have had an 
interview with the patriach of the 
Greek church. He is the pope of this 
part of the world as far as that de- 
nomination is concerned, and he con- 
trols the vast possessions owned by 
the Greeks in the Holy Land. I am 
told that the income of the church 
something like $1,000,000 a year, and 
that the greater part of this fund is 
administered by him. I have met the 
pope at .Rome, but his holiness does

He appears dressed as I 
lhave described, but before going 
‘through the humble ceremony of wash- 
ing the feet of the bishops who have 
been picked out to represent the apos- 
tles, he takes off his grand gown of 
woven gold and lays aside his domed 
hat, which Is inerusted with jewels.

As he does so his long hair falls to 
his waist, and he stands forth in plain 
sight of his people clad in a long robe 
of cream-colored silk crepe, which ts 
bound in at the waist with a golden 
white girdle. He now takes a Turkish 
bath towel which he wraps around his 
loins, and then, stogping over, he pours 
some water from a golden pitcher inte 
a basin of gold. In the meantime each 
of the bishcps has cast one of his 
shoes, and he holds his bare foot out 
to be washed. he patriarch does this 
quickly, splashing the foot with water 
and drying it with a towel. As he fin- 
ishes this operation he kisses the foot, 
and then. goes on to the next one in 
turn. I have seen this cerentony with

But let me tell you sbout my talk 
with his beatitude. It wes arranged by 
an officia] of the church, and the audi- 
ence took place in the  patriarch’s 
house, a great stone building near the 
Pool of Hezekiah, and not far from the 
Church of the Sepulcher. His beatitude 
lives there with one hundred monks. 
and many fine-looking Greek priesis

I passed through 
several rooma filled with high-capped, 
black-gowned ecclesiastics, and as Il 
waited priests and bishops from the 
Greek Catholiciem 
passed in and out. One of the priests, 
who spoke English, went with me inio 
the audience chamber, and gave me a 
throne. Eile 


telling me that his 
beatitude would be in very shortly. 

In the meantime there were others 
who had come for an audlence, and the 
iong table In the center of the room 
and the chairs on each side of it were 
soon filled. The most of the men were 
bearded, fine-looking priests, @ressed 
in Dlack gowne and high caps. 

As we waited a servant brought in 
a sliver tray containing a plate of rose 
and white cubes of Turkish delight and 
several giasses of water. Upon the 
tray were many silver forks, each hav- 
ing two fine tines as long as my little 
iinger. As the candy was passed each 
man of us took a fork and stabbed it 
into a cube of the sweet and thus con- 
veyed it to his mouth. It was delicious. 

By and by the patriarch entered. He 
talked first with some of the priests, 
and I hag a good chance to study hitfn. 
Imagine a tall, fine-looking, full-beard- 
ed, fair-faced man of 35, dressed in a 
long, black gown and a rimless black 
cap, which rises 8 tnches over his fore- 
head. The gown is cut full and it 
falls to his feet. His cap ts draped with 
b'ack cloth Which covers his shoulders 
and about ‘his neck {fs a long, heavy 
gold chain, to which hangs an ivory 
medallion as big as the palm of your 
hand. The rim of this medallion is 
studded with diamonds ahd inside the 
rim its a painting of the madonna with 
the Holy Child tn her arma. 

I watched the man as he talked. He 
gestured now and then and I saw that 
his hands were soft and his nails wel! 
kept. His face changed with the eub- 
ject and the man he spoke to, At 
times he was serious, again his eyes 
sparkled with animation, and now and 
then he broke Into a smi'e. 

My talk with him was through the 
Greek priest, who spoke Enelish. 
askeqd his beatitude as to the condition 
of the church and whether it would im- 
prove in the revolution which is now 
going on in Turkey. He replied that 
he had no doubt of that, savine that 
the church was a democratic body and 
it ought therefore to do well under a 
constitutional government, such as 
Turkey now has. 

His beatitude spoke of many 
sects of Christians which were now .in 
the Holy Land, saying that they were 
gradually growing more liberal, and 
that they would work more in harmony 
than they had in the past 

Future Christianity. 

T askeq his holiness as to the life of 
the priests and whether he thought it 
was as pious as that of the hermits 
who lived in the second and third cen- 
turies after Christ. He replied that 
he doubted whether man was as good 
now as then, but that the church was 
doing what it could to bring him back 
to the faith. He sald he believed that 
the time would come when al] man- 
kind would be Christians, although that 
time would probably be far in the fu- 
ture. I was surprised to hear him 
speak wel of the Protestants, and to 
say that all Christian sects would 
eventually ‘unite and work together as 
one for the salvatien of man. 
The Patriarch Blesses -the 

States. 

His beatitude was much interested In 
America, and at my request gave me 
the blessing, saying that I might trans- 
mit it to the American people, each of 
whom could regerd it as being made 
especially for him. This blessing was 
given to me in a golden frame. The 
words are printed in Greek in letters 
of, gold. Liberally translated, it reads: 

“Almighty God, the Father of Mercy 
and God of Prayer, bless, purify and 
strengthen these thy disciples who now 
bow before Thee. 

‘From every wicked work withdraw

them, and in every right action gtren 
them thy aid 

“Make all things smooth to each ac- 
cording to his wants. Be with those 
traveling upon the water and upon the 
land Comfort the poor and heal the 
sick.

“I have seen that he cared, 
that it would come to this for a long 
While. I have often tried to'make you 
realize the honor he bestowed upon 
you by his admiration.

MARIETTA STREET’S FUTURE IN THE BALANCE. 


The future of Marietta street is in the hands of the property 
owners along that portion stretching from Tabernacle Place to 
North avenue. 

It is, to be more accurate, in the hands of a small number of 
them, for the majority have already done their part in ‘the plan 
looking to the widening’ of the thoroughfare between the points 
designated. 

If all conditions are met before the first day of the new year, 
Marietta will be assured of an enhancing prestige ds one of the 
four great collecting and distributing channels of traffic of the city 
of Atlanta. 

If the conditions are not met by that day, Marietta street will 
suffer either from arrested development or will go backward. 

That is the ultimatum of the situation, as it presents itself 
plainly to the citizens who own property between the two strategic 
points. 

Considering its gravity, there ought not to be the suggestion 
of a doubt that the committee charged with winding up the improve- 
ment project and headed by Councilman W. T. Winn, will complete 
its task within a few days. 

The $13,000 which the city has appropriated toward the work 
incident to the widening of the street is now waiting in the treasury. 

Unless the remaining $14,000 essential to the enterprise is raised 
before January 1, 191f, the $13,000 will revert to the city, and the 
movement will be at an end. It can never be renewed. 

The street car company and the city, together with most of 
the property owners, have done their part. 

The $27,000 needful for the undertaking is all but completed. 
All that remains is to raise a small sum, and to secure the signa- 
tures of all property owners on the north side for the removal of 
their buildings. : 

It should not be necessary to preach to the business men con- 
cerned regarding the financial advantage of the improvement. Coun- 
cilman \\ inn, who has been the most aggressive figure in the unger- 
taking, tcstifes that even the suggestion of the improvement has 
enhanced property values along the'stretch. What é¢nhancement 
may be expected when the improvement is consummated is open to 
estimate only. 

Marietta and Decatur, Whitehall and Peachtree are the four 
great arteries of traffic in Atlanta—the four great main-traveled- 
roads that connect the city with the country, and that profit most 
immediately from the increasing traffic between the city and the 
country. 

Proper provision has been and is being made with regard to the 
passability of the other three. Marietta is the single exception in the 
quartette that is not living up to its possibilities by furnishing 
adequate facilities to the traffic which it gathers up, funnel-wise, 
trom the side streets and from the county roads, and to the traffic 
going outward for which it affords a medium of distribution. 

Property values and general development on city streets are 
determined by volume of traffic, and with a wider street there is no 
telling what may be expected of this great avenue. A very small 
contingent of property owners have the responsibility of this street’s 
future on their shoulders. 


Upon their decision, which must be given now, depends the fate 
of one of the most important streets in the city.

One can hardly blame Judge Parker. 


“Cut out the cancer of Rooseveltism,’ he urges the voters of 
New York state, in an address replete with barbs of fire-tipped 
eloquence. 

The former democratic candidate for the presidency is &tump- 
ing the Empire State for the democratic state ticket. He longs 
for democratic success, but he thirsts for revenge on athe colonel 
through the angihilation of the Stimson candidacy.

That did not hurt Judge Parker any more than common, or 
very much more than the loss of a $50,000 job with the title and 
emoluments of president of the United States would hurt any am- 
bitious and capable statesman. 

But what came after that did hurt. Judge Parker had some-

GUOD ROADS—NO LESS THAN WATERWAYS! 

Promoters of the National Rivers and Harbors Congress are pre- 
paring for sa record-breaking rally at Washington City, beginning 
with the 7th of next month and lasting three days. | 

The program contemplates uniting the sentiment of influential 
interests in the country back of a concerted demand upon congress 
for a national waterway policy, and adequate appropriations in the 
premises: | 

Bulletins indicating the advantages of watgrway improvement, 
and handsome engraved invitations bidding representative citizens to 
the congress, are being broadcasted over the nation. 

All this is excellent. No man in his senses is going to combat 
the virtyes of waterway improvement. 
of our waterway policy is also apparent to a child.

Public road improvement throughout America is even more 
important than waterway improvement! 

The ggvernment maintains one little subordinate bureau at 
Washington to encourage road-building sentiment. 

It lavishes every year scores of millions upon waterway imprave- 
ment, a large part of which is nothing m®re than a tribute to the 
“pork barrel.” 

A system: of well-built roads criss-crossing the country and 
joining state to state would prontote an era of expansion second only 
to that following the era of railroad construction in America. 

The lesson of France, and England, and Germany, stands out 
in this respect. Those nations have not depended on railroads or 
waterways alone to insure their development. They have grid- 
ironed the spaces between their frontiers with well-made and well- 
kept highways. 

As a result, the producing, large and ‘small farmer has cheap 
and easy access to his markets. The urban stimulus flows out from 
cities. and towns into the rural districts. 

In America, the incentive for the government to aid in the 
creation of a national highway system is the more imperative. 
Riches, of the soil, the forest and the mine, exist here undeveloped 
in a ratio incomparably greater than these same forces in the more 
forward European states. 

Yet the federal government Carries all its transportation-im- 
provement energies in the one basket of waterway encouragement, 
and neglects the twin necessity of good roads. 

The people are rousing to the folly and the injustice of this 
policy. The day is rapidly approaching when they will demand 
that for every dollar spent on waterways, another dollar shall be 
spent upon good roads. 

They are as intent upon demanding this innovation as they are 
in their demand for a parcels post, and for other’extensions and inno- 
vations as obviously in the purview of the federal government. 

The one thing that is inexplicable is the manner in which 
congressmen from the interior, knowing the tragic need of highway 
improvement, will cheerfully vote away millions for waterways 
without putting in a word for highways. 

Unless they develop more acumen in reading rising public senti- 
ment, they are going to wake some day to the fact their seats have 
been deeded to more perceptive statesmen.

Editor Constitution: I read with 
consiMerable interest your editorial in 
@ recent Constitution, “Lessening the 
“Cropper,” and I wish to say that I 
am one of those large landowners 
referred to by The Farmers’ Union 
News, who would be only too glad to 
get a crowd of thrifty, white Georgia 
farmers to come to Hancock county 
and take possession of my 7,000-acre 
farm. ‘ 

This farm was made famous by the 
ownership of David Dickson, who died 
twenty-five years ago, leaving an 
estate of nearly $400,000. and he 
ranked as perhaps the most successful 
farmer at that time Georgia had ever 
produced. The land is on the banks 
of the Little Ogeechee river, 
6 miles of Culverton, with a splendid 
level road to that point, and within 9 
miles of Sparta, with two splendid 
public roads, and within 7 
Agricola, another ratiroad point. 

Purchasing the farm in 1904 as an 
investment, I have sought since that 
time not only to develop the land and 
improve it, but what is equally, if not 
more, important, improve the class of 
tenantry, realizing that the best way 
to dispose of land to an advantage is 
to put on it a class of white farmers 
who will] in time be able to own their 
own farms.

Whatever the present view of the taw as to such cases, the 
time is soon coming when such civic neglect will lay the municipal. 
ity subject to successful suit. 

Every taxpayer is a party to a contract with the city by which 
the latter agrees to protect life and property. 

The municipality which neglects this duty is seriously at fault. 

In the development of the sciences of hygiene and of govern- 
ment, the time is coming when the city which tolerates conditions 
that breed mosquitoes and typhoid flies will, be condemned as 
shamelessly negligent. 

The mere existence of mosquitoes in a community will be prima 
facie evidence of municipal neglect. Individuals may also be culpa- 
ble, but it is the duty of the’city to enforce sanitary provisions. 

Methods of prevention are known and are of common knowl- 
edge. 

Vigilance in the enforcement of the laws of sanitation is the 
only thing needed. 

With the proper care and attention to cleaning up stagnant 
ponds, and other places—even the rain puddle in the back yard— 
where mosquitoes breed and mature, and it will be unnecessary to 
screen a single house in an ordinarily progressive city. 

No municipality in Georgia is called upon or expected to do 
more to safeguard the health of its people than the United States 
government has done in Havana and on the isthmus of Panama. 

Clean up and keep clean! : 

That is the first commandment of the modern science of hy- 
giene and sanitation. 

Formerly Havana was a pest hole, endangering the whole west- 
ern hemisphere from epidemics of yellow fever. Today it 1s one 
of the cleanest cities in the world, and its death rate is lower than 
that of Minneapolis or Atlanta. 

The isthmus of Panama, before the army engineers took hold, 
was a land of mosquitoes and malaria. Today the most gigantic 
work of construction now in progress anywhere in the world is 
going forward without interference from excessive mortality. 

It is a sound axiom that what has been done, can be done. _Par- 
ticularly is it true that what has been done in health-care in the 
tropics can be done in the temperate zone. 


Atlanta should be one of the healthiest cities the sun ever shone 
upon. its altitude, its climate, its water supply should insure that. 


But in some essential respects Atlanta is neglectiul of-the health and | 


well-being of its people. 

With the awakening public appreciation of where the city is 
deficient, a better day is dawning. 

Through the activity of the city bacterjologist and the club 
women of Atlanta, commendable progress toward a cleaner, health. 
ier city has been made. But the problem ts one callitig for the co- 
operation of every department of the city government, and every 
citRen. 

Eternal vigilance is the price of life as well as of liberty. 

Neglect of dirty streets, of inadequate sewtrs, of filthy back 
yards, of stagnant ponds, means inevitably paying toll to DEATH.

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COTTON SEED MEAL HANDLING 


WILL BE GREATLY IMPROVED 


W. N. Hutchinson, of the 
Cotton Seed Crushers’ Association of 
Georgia,’ is in receipt of a commu- 
nication from Special Agent, Julien L. 
Brode, of the United State department 
of commerce and tabor, In which he 
states that a movement has been inau- 
gurated among the importers In the 
seacoast cities of the south which will 
do much toward tmproving the handl- 
ing of coton seed meal between this 
country and Europe. causing a heavr- 
ier demand for cotton seed meal aad 
at the same time incréasing the price 
paid to, the cotton ofl mMfls of the 
south for this meal.

RICHIE'S SUBJECT 


In Address Delivered Be- 
fore Convention at | 


Cartersville. 


The charter was secured in 1907 for 
the Rabun Gap school, which is under 
the able and conscientious charge of 
Professor and Mrs. Andrew J. Richie, 
of Rabun county, Georgia. Whis insti- 
tution is deeded to the hoard of trus- 
tees, and has no endowment except the 
yearly fund given by the Daughters 
of the Confederacy. There were forty 
mountain children in the school last 
year. Seventy-five have made appli- 
cation for entrance. 

Professor Richie stated in hig talk 
to the convention that it was unwise 
for us to place individual scholarships 
for boys and girls, as scholarship 
pupils feel that their way is paid, and 
they are unwilling to work as do the 
rest of the students. The pupils are 
made to feel that they are not pen- 
sioners on charity, but earn their edu- 
cation by their own efforts. These 
words are writtén over the blackboard 
in the school? “You live at this school 
by your work.” Their motto is, “EKach 
for all, and all for each.” 

A beautifully woven wool counter- 
pane, a ladies’ black skirt and towels 
were exhibited to the convention as 
specimens of industrial work done in 
this school. Miss Rutherford and Mrs. 
B. D. Gray talked interestingly of their 
visits to the school, asking all who 
could to go and see for themseives the 
splendid work being done in the iso- 
lated mountains of our Empire Stete. 
These ‘ladies stressed the impression 
made on them of the extraordinary po- 
liteness of the Rabun Gap pupils, be- 
ing far beyond the ordinary school boy 
and girl. It is the requirement of the 
faculty that every boy and girl admit- 
ted into the school must be of good 
character. 

Professor and Mrs. Richie receive no 
money for their labors. Every chapter 
in the division is awake to the need 
of “our own,” while alien races are 
being liberally educated in our midst.

Mrs. Maccabe was reduced later to 
working as a general servant. Being 
overworked and in want of nest, she 
lost every domestic plave through ill- 
ness. 

“At last I have had to sell or pawn 
every article of clothing except what 


I stand in to get bread and pay for an 


bed. Night after night I 
to walk about, wearied to 
death and hungry. No one can realize 
what it is to go through such misery, 
and with it all, keep myself clean and 
tidy. 1 have spent coppers on a bath 
that ought to have gone in food. I 
shall never go in rags as long as I can 
hold a needle and thread.” 

Fortunately, this foster daughter of 
Charles Reade has been brave enough 
to make her distress known, and she is 
now in receipt of some assistance. 

In connection with a conference on 
the abolition of destitution, Bernard 
Shaw had a great deal to say the other 
night. 

“Don’t suppose,” he said, “that I am 
here because I sympathize with the 
poor. I hate the poor: I have always 
preached that poverty is a crime. It is 
not the crime of the people who are 
poor, but the crime of the people who 
allow them to be poor. . Soldiers 
have to be maintained and trained dur- 
ing times of peace in order that they 
may be available when thelr services 
are required in war. Why, since you 
see this logic with regard to the mili- 
tary army, don't you see that it is 
equally necessary with regard to the 
industrial army!” 

Then followed some irresistible ad- 
vice to women, especially young wom- 
én. “Be very careful how you culti- 
vate a good character. Recently I vis- 
ited a large workhouse in which there 
were a large number of women ana 
children. Many of the children had 
been: removed to pleasanter places in 
the country, free from the pauper as- 
sociation. How are these children 
tinguished from those who had to re- 
main as inmates! The difference was 
this: The parents of those little ones 
who spend their lives in the work- 
house are respectable. while the parenis 
of those taken to more. favored sur- 
roundings are disreputable. Now if 
there are apy women present who con. 
template going to the workhouse, get 
a thorougliily bad character in order to 
give your children a better chance and 
Save them from being brought up -'» 
the union. Again, in the workhouse of 
which I am speaking, a widow who 
has one child, never gets outdoor re- 
lief; if she has more than one child 
she receives outdoor relief. Therefore. 
I strongly advise widows with one chil” 
to take immediate steps to get another. 
The people that bring about the regu- 
lations are the good people; it is al! 
done in the name of piety. Need I 
add that they are the most dangerous 
people in the world!”

If Shaw had lived in those early Vic- 
torilan days, he is so fond of repu- 
diating, his “shocker’ would have been 
bound between the usual “yellow- 
backs” Nowadays the “yellow-back” 
is numbered among the vanished fash- 
ions of publishers. These novels in 
yellow covers, the front one flaunting 
a thrilling picture evolved from th 
plot, first came in vogué in the sixties 
and they lingered down to thé end of 
the last century. Miss Braddon waa 
among the numerous providers of fic- 
tion that appeared in this arresting 
form. One puritan describes them as 
“black devils in yellow jackets.” Pos- 
sibly this was a hasty genefaelization 
from the novels of “Ouida,” who, in 
those distant days, was Yegarded as 
the most improper of writers. 


In the next three months five thou- 
sand new books and new editions wil! 
be published. The most remarkable 
feature of this output is the decrease 
in the number of novels. 

“This decrease.”” remarked a publish- 
er, “is due to the simple reason that 
the novel-buying public grows less as 
the novel borrowing public grows 
greater. It ts seldom that even an es- 
tablished author selis more than 56,000 
copies: the average author, who is 
neither a genius nor a popular writer, 
put just a talented mediocrity, selis be- 
tween 1,000 and 1,500, and the ‘sheets’

London—England’s oldest newspaper, 
the London Gazette. which has been 
for over 150 years in the hands of 
members of the Harrison family, is tv 
have new printers and publishers. 
This announcement draws attention to 
perhaps the most curious publication in 
existence, a publication wnhaich is at 
laaest unique in the journalist .c 
world. 

The following ‘singular featur 
characterize The Gazette: Besi.es De 
ing the oldest neewspaper of the pres- 
ent day. it has the smalest circula- 
tion of-‘any. Its shape and its type 
are obsolete. And, strange as it may 
appear, it has no editor or editorial 
staff. 

Since its birth in the days of the 
great plague The Gazette has been the 
property of the government Orilzin-

‘ally, a patent was granted to some in- 


dividual, giving him authority .o pro- 
duce The Gazette, which he published 
in his own way, retained the procee.s, 
but paid to the government a stipulat- 
ed sum every year for the privilege. 
Discounting slight modifications, the 
same style of contract has existed up 
to the present day. 

Now, however, the government 
made a radical change. Instead of re- 
ceiving from the printers a fixed sum 
for the privilege of printing The Ga- 
zette, and allowing the mto pocket the 
proceeds of the advertisements, they 
have decided to reverse the process, 
and pay the printers for producing 
the pe@per. This change was inevi- 
table, for the paper is reputed to 
yield a profit of $100.000 a year from 
the proceeds of the official aivertise- 
ments published in its columns. 

Mr. Harrison is proud of the ‘act 
that over the long course of years 
during which his firm’s name has been 
associated with The Gazette no offici«| 
secret sent to it for publication has 
ever leaked out prematurely, althoug!

that much can be aecomplished by de- 
tlecting the tide of immigration to oth- 
er ports, particuiarly those on the! 
It is 

generaly agreed here that something 
can be done in this direction, but the 
results would naturaliy be limited, be- 
cause the very great majority of the 
large steamers land at New York. 
Likely more wiil be accomplished by 
imposing a cond.tion of entrance that 
the immigrants can remain in all ports, 
only transientiy. A simple law making 
it necessary that ihe steamship com- 
panies increase the cost of steerage 
passage to aliow for the price of suf- 
fic.ent railroad transportation to take 
the immigrant out of the zone of con- 
Rested .erritory, would bring about the 
desired result, if a satisfactory statute 
couid be framed to meet the constitu- 
tional requirements. Immigrant rates 
on the railroads to the sou.h, west, and 
middle west, similar to«the immigrant 
rates of Canada, would also result in 
much good, but would have to be pro- 
vided for by amendment to the inter- 
state commerce law. 

Immigration'experts claim that the 
one solution of the immigration prob- 
lem depends upon this government's 
future success in the distribution of 
the tens of thousands now being landed 
in American ports. They say that 
failure to assist che land-tilling Eu- 
ropeans in finding their natura! place 
On the farms both robs the immigrants 
of the opportunity to get a home and 
profitable employment, and loses for 
th.is country the services of many of 
the world’s best-trained food pro- 
ducers. Italians, for instance, who 
have had a chance to become farmers 
in the United States, have met with 
much success. This has been shown by 
the colony of 400 families of fruit- 
growers owning their own homes at 
South Glastonbury, Conn., and che col- 
ony which has developed more than 
7,000 acres of land near Tontitown, 
in northwestern Arkansas.

Af.er committing the crime, the 
three bandits fled, followed by eight 
rurales. They were intercepted in their 
flight by several citizens of Fl Rancho 
de la Olla, but escaped without the 
loss of a man or even a wound, and 
succeeded in eluding the rurales. Oc- 
tober 13 the rich Tallamantes ranch 
was robbed, The rurales suspected 
Villa, who was forced to seek the pro- 
tection of friends in Parral.

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Reclaiming Delta Marsh Lands 

Millions of acres of land in the lower 
Mississippi Delta are declared to be 
the richest soil in the country and 
capable of yielding enormous dividend® 
in the form of valuable crops. Louis 
A. Dodge, in an illustrated article in 
the November Popular Mechanics, dis- 
cusses these southern reclamation pro- 
jects, He says: 
“There is a vast difference in means 
and manner of reclamation. In the 
west, the plan is to get the water on 
the lands: in the south, it Is vv 1 
the water off the lianas. Were it a 
question of irrigating the lands being 
reclaimed in the lower portion of 
Louisiana and Mississippi, the 
sition wold be simple. It would only 
be necessary to tap the vast 

s'ppi river and an abundant supply 
wai 4 ov would be obtained at very 
cost. But the work to be 
ed in southern Louisiana 
sippi is to get rid of the surplus 
ter and drain the lands 

“Tt is the dream of those imerested 
in the project to make the territory 
adjacent to New Orlvans the corn belt 
of the United States. This may star- 
tle the’ farmers ‘in Kansas, Illinois, 
Nebraska, lowa and other states, but 
figures show that. Louisiana, at least, 
is growing fast as a corn-produein;s 
state. In 1908, it produced 31,198,009 
bushels and in 1999, 51,198.900 bushels, 
an increase of 60 per cent-—a greater 
percentage inerease than any state in 
the union. ~‘Fhe crop for this year is 
expected to be 75,000,000 bushels. Not 
only will corn be the product of re- 
claimed lands, but almost every known 
product except possibly apples and 
wheat can be grown 

“Not only will the farmers of the 
middle and western states realize soon 
that swamp reclamation is bdringing 
forth’ a strong competitor, but when 
the facts. are known, they will iook 
upon the Mississippi river and its 
northern confluents as great thieves, 
for the rich soil that covers the sub- 
soil in ithe wet lands of Louisiana and 
Mississippi was stolen from the hills 
and plains of the states through which 
the rivers flow and deposited in the 
lower deita to mingle with the decayed 
vegetable matter of ages and create 
as rich a soil as exists in the world.”

And, 
again, it tends to make the coaches 
too important a factor. It is the boys 
Yon the team whom we want to see 
playing, and during a@ game the less 
interference by the coaches the better. 
It is true football is a scientific game, 
and the tactics and strategy are nec- 
essearily well deyeloped; still the play- 
érs gain so much more when required 
to think out the problems for them- 
selves. One of the greatest benefits 
of football to my -mind was that it 
taught men to act quickly in an 
emergency, and it would be a shame 
if we are going to make the game a 
fight between coaches who operate 
their eleven men like machines.
